Dominion is Lone Instance 
of Increases in Factory

WASHINGTON, D.C, Nov, 30— 


The world-wide depression has retard- | 


ed the movement to establish United | 
States branch factories abroad during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1931, | 
there has been a notable exception in| 
the case of Canada, This is remarked | 
in the annual report of the secretary | 
of commerce made pubiic Saturday. 

The report said: j 

“The exceptional situation in Can- | 
ada, where a considerable number of 
branch plants, predominantly Ameri- 
can, were established during the last | 
year in spite of the unfavorable eco- 
nomic situation in that country, | 
serves to confirm the conclusion of | 
this department in the report to the 
Senate that the tariff policies of for-| 
eign countries constitute the most 
important single factor in the ex- 
pansion of our industries beyond the | 
boundaries of the country. j 


TARIFF POLICY ' 

“The upward revisions of the Cana- | 
dian tariff by the Conservative govern- : 
ment in September, 1930, and June, 
1931, were definitely and officially 
stated to be for the purpose of en- 
couraging the industrial development 
of the country; the success of the 
protectioni:t tariff policy, as evidenc- 
ed by the establishment. of new Am-| 
erican branch p'ants, has been re-| 
peatedly stressed by the leaders of! 
the government during the tariff de- 
baics. 

“In addition to increasing the rates 
of duty on a considerable number of 
commodities, the Canadian govern-| 
ment has also made certain changes | 
in drawback regulations and the me- 
thods of fixing the basis for ad- 
valorem duty with a view to increasing | 
the advantages of the domestic indus- 
try A contributing factor is to be 
found in the intens've campaign in 
favor of Canadian products carried on 
by the government in connection with 
the upward revision of the tariff. 


MANY PLANTS 

“According to a statement by the 
Premier on June 1, 1931, 87 new for- 
cign branch plants, including 74 Am- |} 
cricans, had been established in Can- | 


ada since August, 1930, No informa- | 
tion is available as regards the amount 
of investment involved. 

“It is of interest to 1 ote that while 
in the case of Canada the upward 
tariff revision has proved successful | 
in attracting foreign industrial cap- | 
ital, a similar, but even more drastic, 
policy in Australia has so far failed | 
to produce the desired results, prim- | 
arly on account of the uncer.ainty | 
connected with the economic policies | 
uf the country.” | 

The report refers to an investigation | 
of U. 8, branch factories abroad made | 
ir: 1930. This showed that, exclusive | 
of pulp ard paper plants in Canada 
valued at $278,875,000, there were at 
that time in the Dominion 78 branch | 
plants valued at $26,768000. It also, 
discovered investment in Canadian 
factories by American capital to an 
aggregate of $540,593.000 and it was 
noted while the total of American 
minority interests in Canadian cor- 
porations was very small, Canadian 
interests in American subs'diary plants | 
in Canada were numerous and sub- 
stantial, 


SILENT ON BRITAIN | 

The secretary's report naturally did | 
not take cognizance of the move in 
Great Britain toward imperial protec- 
tion, a development which if carried | 
into effect, ought, according to the 
above abstract, to stimulate U.S. in- 
terests toward the establishment of 
plants within the Empire. Experts 
here while privately subscribing to 
this opinion point out that the emer- 
gency anti-dumping legislation in 
Great Britain designed to operate for 
six months only would hardly be the 
direct cause of branch plant estab- 
lishment. 

Nevertheless, it is reported that 154 
factory sites in Great Britain have 
been bought by U.S. interests and that 
scores of inquiries have been made by 
U.S. manufacturers,

NATIONAL REGISTRATION TOO 

| SUCCESSFUL 

The attempt to make a complete regis- 
tration of unemployed people in Canada is 
admitted to have been a failure; because 
it was over-successful. The lists, it is 
said, were loaded up with the names 
of men who were not at the time actually 
unemployed, but who foresaw that they 
soon would be out of work and sought to 
thus get in line for winter relief. 

That is the direct and inevitable result 
of the registration being made at a time 
when seasonal employment was at the 
peak. Scores of thousands of men who 
had been idle all summer, and who had 
no prospect but to be idle all winter, were 
then for a few weeks engaged in the har- 
vest fields and the threshing operations. 
Who can blame a man in such circum- 
stances for registering himself as unem- 
ployed, rather than take the risk of hay- 
ing difficulty later ou in getting his name 
on the relief list? 

If the plan behind the registration 
scheme has failed, it is because the plan 
was to show the lowest possible figures 
for unemployment, rather than the fig- 
ures which would correctly represent the 
situation. 
| The national registration having 
| “failed,” there is apparently nothing for it 
but to accent the municipal registration 
| figures as these vary from week to week, 
and to administer relief on that basis. 
That in any event is the proper basis, and 
the only one on which relief can be distri- 
buted with uniformity and a minimum of 
opportunities for abuse. Ottawa surely 
does not suspect that municipal councils 
have been padding the unemployed lists 
and wasting the money of their tax-

Alberta butter did its share along | 
with Alberta grain and livestock at 


the Royal Winger Fair, Toronto, this 
fall, toward making this one of the 
most sticcessful years this province 
has enjoyed at the world-famous win- 
ter show. 

Returns of butter awards just re- 
ceived by the department of agricul- 
ture reveal the fact that Alberta butter 
exhibits did even better than last year | 
by winning 17 firsts, 14 seconds, and 
eight thirds, compared with 13 firsts, 
16 seconds and five thirds scored at} 
‘Toronto last year. In st there 
’ xhibitors, last yera 
Wipes wens years past, butter has been 
judged at Toronto on the group plan, 
which was originated in Alberta and 
gradually adopted by other provinces | 
as well as the Royal Fair. 


PROVINCES COMPETED ; 

Under this plan, which applies to 
the first four classes, all butter scor- 
ing up to a certain grade, is award- 
ed first prize; that scoring half a 
point lower is given second place and | 
that scoring half 4 point lower is) 
given third place. This places all ex- | 
hibitors in their proper standing, ac- | 
cording to the quality of their exhibits. | 
In these four classes this year, eight | 
provinces competed, with more than} 
400 samples. There were 205 firsts 
awarded, 101 seconds and 38 thirds. | 
Manitoba topped the list with 98 firsts, 
13 seconds and 10 thirds. Saskatche- 
wan scored 31 firsts, 13 seconds and 
eight thirds.

ROWAN’ CROW 
SEEN FLYING 
TO NORTHWARD 


Bears Out Contention on 
Migratory Habits of 
the Birds 


Chalk one up for C. E. Morris of 
the Alberta Dairy, for Mr Morris is 
the first Albertan to report in one of 
the “yellow tailed” crows released by 
Professor William Rowan of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in his experiment to} 
ascertain the reasons for the migratory 
habits of birds 

The crows were flown by. aeroplane | 
to a point near Hanna on Thursday 
last and on Saturday Mr. Morris saw 
one about three miles east of the city. 
He was driving along the Clover Bar 
road at the time and the bird was 
heading north, which would bear out 
Professor Rowan’s contention that the 
action of daylight on the internal se- 
cretions of the ductlercs glands influ- 
ence the migratory instinct of the| 
birds 

There is no doubt of the crow seen 
being one of the Rowan crows, as the 
yellow tail was plainly in evidence. 
The crow was circling about as if it 
had discovered an old nesting place, 
and Mr. Morris had plenty of oppor- 
tunity of watching it 

Prof. Rowan has been experimenting 
with crows for the past two years in 
an effort to change their natural} 
habits, Through placing them in ar-| 
tificially-lighted pens for a long) 
period, he hopes to reverse nature by 
giving them new instinct to fly north 
instead of south when winter ap- 
proaches,

estine,

Then, in 1697, the first congress of 
world Jewry was called in Basle, 
Switzerland, by Theodore Herzi, the 
great modern Zionist, as a result of 
which the nations were urged to help

Following the brilliant successes of 
British’ troops in Palestine in the fall 
of 1917, under Allenby, when the} 
Turks were routed and driven back |
